DAYLIGHT ROBBERY IN CHICAGO. 


A Spirited bat Useless Pursuit «frer the 
Robbers, Who Secured $1,600, 


Two men, each fully disguised. com- 
mitted a daring robberv at the Union 
Foundry company’s office, in Brighton 
Park, Chicago, the other afternocn, and 
‘secured $1,500. They then escaped by 
| means ofa buggy, but not before they 
had shot one man and fired several shots 
into a crowd of people who were chasing 
them. A patrol wagon gave chase, but 
did not sneceed in capturing the men. 
The foundry is ina lonesome place at 
| the extreme end of Brighton park, and 
| no other buildings are near it. In the 
office when the robbers entered were D. 
| F, O'Neill, president of the company; M. 
|A. O'Rourke, treasurer: C. Rh  Hopke, 
| general superintendent; Chas. Ogerman, 
iclerk, and John ©’Neill, cierk. Mr. 
| O'liourke was engaged in filling up the 
| envelopes of the men preparatory to pay- 
| ing off, and the top of the desk was cov- 
ered with money. The robbera com- 
| Felled the five men to line up, and wh!> 
| oue kept them covered with two big re- 
| volvers the other scooped up the money 
jin sight, about $1600; and then both 
| made @ cash for the door. They had 

lefta buggy standing near the building 
| and springing into it they drove rapidly 
| north across the prairie. As soon ag the 
| men were out of the otlice Hopke dashed 
|} into the shop to give the alarm to the 
| Seventy-five workmen employed there 
| while O’Rourke pointed his revolver at 
jthem and pulled the trigger, bnt the 
| weapon failed to explode. O’Ne'!, how- 
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j ever, sent shot after shot after the rob- 


bers, as he ran along the road after the 
bugyy, but none of them took effect. The 
“short” man standing up in the buggy 
also tired both his revoivers, and when 
the chambers were empty he reloaded. 


| Phe ‘‘long” man, who had thrown his 
Cooke and Wri. Harrison to four | revolvers into the bottom of the buggy, 
| paid no attention to the shooting, but 


kept on driving the horse at a terrific 
rate of speed. A large crowd was after 
them in a few minutes, and by the time 
the robbers turned into 3oth street they 
were confronted by a orowd of fally 100 
men. The pursuing crowd steadily in- 
creased until eeveral hundred people 
tollowed cloce behind. Men in wagone 
and bicycle riders by the scor€ took up 
the chase, but the robbers’ horse was a 
good one, and out ran them ¢!!. Ina 
short time the patrol wagon from the 
Brighton Park pulice station was upon 
the scene, and although the thieves had 
a long start, it kept after them on the fu!! 
run, At Jtth street and California 
avenue the bugey tipped over and threw 
the robbers into the street. The patrol 
was not far behind at this time and it 
was thonght that they would turely be 
captured. The thieves, however,’quickly 
picked themselves up and ran to Grand 
avenue. Nearthe corner stood Frank 
| Nyhoft’s milk wagon, and the robbers 
leaped in, The short man drew a revol- 
ver and fired one shot at Nyhoft, the 
| bullet taking effect in the right leg above 
jthe knee. Lhe robbers whipped up the 
| horse, which was a spirited one, and have 
;not yet been captured Later on, the 
/horse and wagon of the milkman was 
| found in an ailey. In the bottom of the 
| tipped over buggy was found two dark 
| taise beards, a blonde wig and the four 
| big revolvers used by the robbers.

NORWAY’S STRANGE BANK. 


It is the Most Indepetdent Financial In: 
stitution in the World. 

The most independent and aristocratic 
bank in the world is the Norges, or Na- 
tional Bank of Norway. Sccially, the 
bank is of considerable importance. The 
directors meet twice a week, and these 
friendiy gatherings are said to be most 
enjoyable affairs. Loans and discounte 
form the chief topics of conversation. No 
joan or discountcan be made without 
the approval of three of the directors. 
The directors are to hold a meeting one 
day, and you want te borrow $1,000 on 
Monday. You apply to Norges bank 
and are told thatthe matter will be taken 
under consideration at the director’s 
meeting on Thursday. It does not mat- 
ter in toe least that you want the money 
on Monda, and not on Thursday; you 
simply have to wait. 

he origin of this institution is ag pe- 
Culiar as its management is unusual. 
Soon after the nominal union of Norway 
and Swedea, in 1414, the latter country 
began to feel the need of greater money 
facilities to meet the demands of the 
rapidly increasing commerce. The prob- 
lem of securing the necessary capital for 
& great national institution was a very 
simple one for the Norwegian govern- 
ment, It raised stockholders for the 
bank just as it raised soldiers for the 
army. Every well-to-do citizen was com- 
pelled to take so much stock. He was 
always at liberty to take more if he 
chose, but always in amounts divisible 
by five. 

The national! bank is also the netional 
pavning shop. Itis authorized by the 
law to lend money on any non-perish 
adle g-ods, provided they can be deposit- 
ed in the bank and kept under lock and 
key. Forthis service it charges rather 
ies? than the usial pawnbroker’s interest, 
which may, perhaps, accoant for the 
rarity of private pawnshops in Norway. 
—New York Journal. 


DANGER iN ROENTGEN RAYS, 
at His 


Penalties for One Who Looks 
Skeleton. 

A warning has been voiced by one of 
the leading Faglish medical journais in 
regard tothetoo frequent use of the 
Roentgen ray apparatus, 

It is interesting, no doubt, ‘o obtaina 
series of photographs of one’s own skele- 
ton, but if this is to be at the expense of 
ench trifles as one’s hair and one’s finger 
nails, it hardly seems worth the cost. 
One electrical engineer, who has often 
demonétrated the beauty of his own fin- 
ger bones, by placing ove of his hands 
withit the radius of the searching rays, 
hag lost ali the nails from the tingers of 
that hand, while Sydney Rowland, who 
is one of the leading experimenters in 
this direction, mentions several cases of 
similar character in the structural! 
changes that eccur in the hair, and so 
forth, of thoee who have been frequently 
shadowgrapied by this method. Thas, 
in the case of patients whose heads have 
been eubjeeted to the intlaence of the 
rays; the uair has either turned white or 
has fallen out entirely. It is suggested 
that these results are due to the electrical 
poteacy of what are called ultra violet 
rays of the spectrum, tnough their pre- 
cice action 13 at present by no .weans 
thoroughly understood. 

Une curious suggestion has already 
been made. It isa well known super- 
slition, and one which has existed for 
generations; that people who sleep in the 
direction of the moon have their reason 
more or less seriously affected, Now itis 
eaid that these ultra violet rays exist in 
the moonlight, and hence a popular sup- 
erstition iuay be founded upon scientitic 
fact.—Philadelphia Ledger.

There existea atate of affaire ip the 
city of Marseilles, France, at present, 
which seems to bea diszrace to Earope 
and tothe Armenian.aszociztions gener- 
ally throsghout the world. Vegetating 
upon the government.and municipal and 
private charity there, are 5(0 unfortunate 
Armenians, men women ard children, 
young and old, heaithy and sick. who 
encceeded in escaping from the bloody 
mazsacres at Constantinople, and who 
were, one and all, buoyed up by the 
hope, on landing, of being aole even- 
tually, to reach that land of freedom, the 
United States. Bat weeks have elapsed 
and nothing definite appears to have 
been done for their relief mach less to- 
wards finding them homes by any one 
ofthe many associations for the relief 
of enffering Armeziens which have been 
organized in Exglaud or America. These 
poor unfortunates seem, however, to be 
the very clas? to whom the hand of char- 
ity should'be firet extended. They are 
homelees, and nearly all penniless, many 
enduring the pang3 of hunger, vet n09- 
body seems willing to step in and guide 
this band of . efugees to some plac? where 
they can begin life anew under more 
promising cir -ums‘ances. Large amounts 
of money have been raised in the past for 
the relief of the deatitute Armenians in 
Armenia, but the eituation of the latter 
ii not one whit worse than that of the 
half starved people in Marselles, if as 
bad. The Armenians in Armenia cer- 
tainly had their co-religionista and fellow 
countrymen to fail back upon, but the 
poor people there seem fo have no 
friends in the wide world. Yet they are 
es honest and industrious a class as one 
can find on the shorea of the Mediter- 
ranead. eae

Oaly about 
eighteen of the whole number (S0u) of 
the Armenians who reached there have 
as yet been able to start for the United 
States. Theze few emigrants are of the 
better class of Armenians. fairly well 
supplied with fands and will probably 
start for New York viaSouthampton. But 
what is to Secome of the remaining 50U 
onfortapate Christians, deeing from the 
blood stained Turks. who are living on 
charity with the hope still implanted in 
their hearts of some favcrable turn ol 
eifaire for their deliverance. 

[hey certainly are at east equal in 
every wav to the average [align imml- 
grant fanding at New York, and some 
people claim them to bea mucujsnperior 
class of immigrants. Tuey are certaimy 
as well provided with this worlds gods 
as the average Italian immigrant, yet 1 
would seem these poor people are to be 
barred from the United States, and may 
be forbidden to iand there even if they 
eneceeded in obtaining transmission to 
the shores of North America. If there 
was ever a casein which the iron rules, 
necessary rules no coubt, might ve 
relaxed, it is in the case of these stricken 
people. Pie tales they tell of persecu- 
tion and massacre, would, i elf, sofren 
the most hard hearted. 

They admit that a band of some forty 
Armenians avout a month ago captured 
the Ottoman bank, killing the Tarkieh 
gendarmea on suard and this Armenian 
torlorn hope afterwards barricade! itself 
in the building, and defended it by 
throwing bombs at the troops, who 
soon opened fire on the building from 
all sides, The defense of the bank lasted 
half a day and nearly the whoe nigat, 
during which a number of men were 
killed on both sides and the defenders 
finally eapitniated with honors of war to 
Sir Edgar Vincent, one of the governors 
of tbe pank, and Vi.

Later they were escorted 
on board the French messenyeries steam- 
er Gironde and brought to Marselles.

“The Last Stroke,” 


There is en interesting story in con- 


nection with the making of one of the |. 


first Quban fags used at the head juartere 
of Gea. Maceo, during the beginning of 
the present war in Cuba, told by I. N, 
Morris, author ofthe new Cuban play, 
“Phe Last Stroke.” Mr. Morris spent 
several months in Cuba during the eariv 
stages of the rebellion and was with 
Maceo for a brief period. 35 

“Afters long aud toilsome march, 
caves Mr. Morris, ‘from the neighbor- 
hood of the city of Santiago de Cuba, 
where Maceo bad established his head- 
quarters early in April, 1S°, around the 
north coast and touching the eastern ex- 
tremity of the island, the insurgents went 
intocamp at a place calied Nipe. It 
had formeriy been an immense planta- 
tion owned by French settlers, but it 
was devastated during the last war, 
thirty years ago, anc only an old French 
gentlemen and a few colored servante 
were found at the premise2 when Gen. 
Maceo and staff rode through the front 
gate and dismounted there May 1s.

Maceo smiled his appr:val afier the 
work had been completed, and we hoist. 
ed it to the-top-of a smai! pole in front of 
the house. That nigh: we slept beneath 
tLe protection of tke flug of ‘Cuba-Libre,’ 

“The flag was always carried in the 
vyan-guard after that day. [ne Cubans 
loved itand wherever it led they were 
there to protect it. Tae emall piec2s 
which were left over after the flag had 
baen made were used forthe making of 
bannerettes ani distributed anong she 
cavairy. The last I saw of the fiag it was 
floating fram a tall bamboo pole in front 
of the neadqnarters cf Gen. Mac3o0 in h:3 
camp near Holgtin.”—st.

Natural Cold Storage. 

The Spectator tells how Mr. Henry 
Seebohm,a famous Koglisn ornithologist, 
surprized from nature ner secret and dis- 
covered her great cold etorage system. 

In the couree of his researches he was 
led to visit the Petchora River, whicu 
flows from the Ural Mountains into the 
Arctic Ocean near Nova Z+mbia. Alobg 
the lower part of the mver he fouga 
whet seemed a most uninviting district 
—an uninhabited, treelesaswam),stretch- 
ing on either side of the stream, and 
known ag the tundra. Higher up the 
river was the great Siberian forest, but 
here in the tundra was nothing but hard, 
frozen snow. Yetthis unmatiractive spot 
wae found to be the summer home of 
haif the bird population of the O.d World. 

Mr. Seevonm reached it in the begin- 
ning of April. Forest and tundra were 
as bare of life as the Desert of Sahara, 
but a change was coming. Saddeniy 
suiamer broke over the scene, and with 
it came the birds. The ice in the river 
splitand disappeared, the banke steamed 
in the sun,and innumerable birds of all 
sizes and colors appeared within forty- 
eight hours afier the fret warmth, 

ne once frcez2n tundra now showed 
itself to be a moor, with here and therea 
varze bog and numerous lakes. It was 
covered with moss, lichens, heath-jike 
plants, dwarf birch,and millions of acres 
of cloudberries, cranberries, and crow 
berries. nis was the storehouse of the 
feathered tribes. ’ 

The perpetual sun of the Arctic sum- 
mer causes the plants to bear in wonder- 
fal profazion, so that fruit is abundant. 
Bat fruit bearing does not come before 
blossoming and olossom and fruit cannot 
be perfected in forty-eight hours, The 
little travellera were arriying by thous- 
ands. The fruit would not be ripe until 
the middle of or end of the Arctic sum- 
mer, and if the pirds bad to wait till then 
they must needs starve. 

Not so, however, does nature provide 
for her pensioners. Long before the 
snow melted provision had baen made 
for their maintenance. Beneath the 
enow lay the whole crop ‘of last year’s 
fruit, perfectly preserved by nature’s 
system of cold storage. : 

ach year, when the berries are ripe, 
and before the birds can gather them, 
the snow descends upon the tundra, 
effectually covering the crop and presery- 
ing it in perfect condition antil the 
spring en melts the snow and disclosee 
the bushes loaded with ripened fruite, or 
in eome cases, the ground beneath the 
plants covered with the fallen treasure, 
waiting for the hungry strangers.

hibited one of the heimets to Chief. 
Archibald. No practical test was given 
the device, and Caief Arciibald is unde- 
cided as to its merits. 

The helmet which was recently adopt- 
ed by the New York tire department is a 
perfect head protector against smoke, 
poisonous fumes and al. bad odors. I+ is 
possible for firemen wearing these hel- 
mets, to tight a blaz> at close range, re- 
gardless of the amount of smoke that 
may surroind them. Incellarand ware- 
hougze fires, instead of baing forced to 
stand on tne eidewalk and flood a collar 
without knowing the location of the fire, | 
the ftiremen, protected by tne helmet, | 
can enter and fight the fire at close quar- | 
ters. It will prove valuable too, to the 
firemen in rescaing persons from smoke: | 
filled buiidings. 

The heimet fits over the head of the 
wearer and covers him to the shoulders, 
and makes an air-tight place around the 
head. I'he tireman wearing the helmet. 
can hear distinctly. The eyes in the! 
helmet are made of ising!ass. The hel- 
met has a whistie with which the wearer 
can readily summon assistance. On the 
back of the he.-met isa reservoir which 
supplies air. The raservoir will hold 
sutticient air to supply a man from one 
to two hours without retilling. The 
breathing apparatus is so perfectly ar- 
ranged toat the fireman can breathe pure 
air even when sarrounded by dense 
emoke. The reservoir is constructed of 
asbestos cloth. 

The New York department has made 
experiments with this helmet which 
have in ai! cases proven successful. Fire 
men wearing the helmet have remained 
in rooms died with salphur thames for 
no il
